St. Louis, Dec. 20.— Alwnt 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning the watchman in the 
city h»U ditoorered a fire in a closet in 
the prirate office of the dty treastirer, 

"W. J. Forestel, In which papers and 
documents of various kinds pcrtaininj^ 
to the oflBce wero stored. The fire was 
soon quenched and the damage will not 
amonnt to much, the papers having 
hetok but of little Tslne. About 9 o'doclc 
word was recdved that Edward Foer- 
Btel, son of the treasurer and also his 
chief clerk, had shot himself at his home 
at 2112 Pine qtreet. This event was im- 
mediately connected with the fire and 
a suspicion was aroused that young 
Foerstel was short in his accounts and 
the fire had been started to destroy the 
evidence of the defalcation. It has been 
known for some time that Edward Foer- 
stel had negotiated a loan through a 
man named T. W. You, and some of the 
notes given by You, who, it appears, 
was only a go-between for the endorse- 
ment of Michael J. Foerstel. These en- 
dorsements were declared to be forger- 
ies by Mr. Foerstel. 

Young Forestel died at 10:20 a. m. It 
appears that he stood before the mirror 
<n nis dresser and fir^d the ball into his 
right temple inflicting a large ragcged 
wound. He fell to the floor unconscious 
and remained in that condition un- 
til he died. Nothini^ was found in his 
room or on his ik i schi tli.it would indi- 
cate the cause of ihe act. The young 
man was seen in tlic treasury oHk'f Sun- 
day al'tornoon an.l tht; tloor of tlic ofHce 
vault was found opi ii wlicn llic fircuicn 
enterod the room yettterduy morning, 
but the door of tine inner safe was 
lockoil.

BRUTAL OUTRAGE.

Columbus, 0., Doc. 20.— The boldest, 
as well as tb» most brutal crime that 

has d'sfcraoed the history of the city, 
was enacted yesterday at uoon. The 
residence .il' .Mr. M. R. Jones. South 
Thiril strc, t. wa.s the .'■(ceiuMif the out- 
rage. For some time M.irv Dtmaldsiiii, 
a girl sixt. -en years cihl. lias been mak- 
ing her home wiiii Mr. and Mrs. Join s. 
She has been an invali 1 for nearly three 
TOontiis, bc iiig coiiliu: d to her bed over 
half of tbi,. time. While lying in bed 
this ni'ou a man entered the room by 
the doorway from the haU. She 
dreamed i f no harm, because she 
thiiUght it v.as a fiieud, pos.-;ibl.V her 
jiastor. The lillow. however, locked 
the door licliiiid bin;, spvang (piickly to 
the second door in the room, locked it, 
and then pidled the shutters close. 

Miss Donaids'-n was loo frightem d to 
scream for help. 1 he fellow ilien went 
to the bedside, picked up a jiillow l ase 
that lay ne.ar, and jiiakiug a bandaL,'e of 
it tied it arotind her head, closing the 
jaws so firmly that .-ihe could not utter 
a sound. He then took another piece 
of cloth and blindtnl her eyes. Then he 
began to tear clothing from her person 
and she became unojiisciou.s,* when the 
brute accomplished his fiendish imrpose. 
How long she lay in this senseless con- 
ditidb there is no telling, but after a 
time Mrs. Jones started for Miss Don- 
aldson's room and to her astonishment 
she found the door locked. After a 
time the door was f orceil open and Miss 
Donaldson was found lying on the bed 
In a nude condition, and to ail ajiiieai - 
•noesdead. Hel^i was called and atter 
long eflhrts the girl was rcfjtored to cna- 
aoionsness, when she tdd what Kh(! 
knew of the outrage. She could give 
no deM»iption of the villain.

SlNO Sixo, N. Y., Dec. 20.— Fred Mc- 
Oulre wa* electrocute<l at 11:18 yester- 
day morniuf. Wartlen Brown gave the 
signal at ii:10.r)U and the current was 
turned on. T!;e Mib,-;oct junip(>d and 
strained against the straps, and the air 
forced from the lungs m,-id<' a sound 
like a deep moan. At 11 :11.U2 the cur- 
rent was turned off at a signal from Vt. 
Irwine, the jirisou i>hysician. The 
muscles relaxeo and the b<Mly sank back 
limp and apparently lifeless in tlie 
chair. Almost instantly tho current 
was turned on again. The boi.y 
straightened at the straps again, am 
was rigid for three seconds, when the 
current was turned olT, 

The body settled ba< k in the chair 
and for two miinitis all present 
watched for sijfi's of life. There were 
none. Drs. Irvine and Abbott at 11:20 
pronounced the man dead. The other 
physicians were invited to examine the 
body. No indications of burning or 
marks of any kind were ti be discov- 
ered. Dr. Abbott, who h%s been ])i' s- 
ent at two former dectrocutions, said 
that it was the moat sticoessful that has 
taken place. Ha said that witho''t 
question the man was killed twelve s. c- 
onds after the current was turnt d on 
for the first contact and that he was un- 
consrions from the instant the onrrent 
reached his bo<l.v. 

The crime for which McGnire i)iiid 
the death penalty wsw the killing of 
Mrs. Amelia Gregory, wife of Noah 
Gregory, a fanner and tax collector of 
Middletown, Orange coonty, on Oct. l i, 
1891. 

The crime was committtnl for rob- 
bery. McGuire was a farmhand em- 
ploye<l by Gregory. He knew that his 
employer had collected |bJO and had it 
in the house. On the afternoon in qw s- 
tion he went to Gregory's house whil ■ 
the farmer was in the field with his 
hands, and attempted to get the money. 
Mrs. (iregory was in tho house alone. 
When Mctauiro found out that h? was 
discovered he drew a revolver and fired 
two shots into her head which did not 
kill her. Then he took an earthen ves- 
sel and battered her brains out. 

Among these who worked for Mr. 
Gregory was a man named Wan en D. 
Brazington. He was arrested, charged 
with the crime. He made a coufe.isioii. 
ati h« knew that Mct?Tuire had commii- 
ted the murder, and showed that he was 
innocent He was discharged from 
custody. 

McGuire stayed around the place for 

a few days, and was arrested. He, 
however, was discharged and went to 
Pennsylvania with his mistress, Sarah 
Brown. He was again arrested upon 
the confession of BraziDgtoninGailhou, 
Pa., and brought back, to Middletown, 
where he made a confession, admitting 
that he killed tho woman. He was tried 
and found guilty, and sentenced by 
Judge Bartlett to deatli In tiie electrical 
chair.

good will of these aged peonle, and in- 
uced their to trade their larm, Bto<.'.k 
and household gocxls, in fact every- 
thing, for a farm in Ohio. 

The couple and their children w«nt to 
Ohio and found practically nothing, not 
even a didter for themselves. ' They 
came bade in the neighborhood of their 
old home, remained over night with a 
neighbor, and went next morning to 
the poor hotise, where the Old man was 
stricKen with paralysis from grief and a 
broken heart, and died. He was boried 
yesterday a pauper. 

Mine Khaft liiirneil.

WashiN';-mn. Dec. 20.— Th- attend- 
ance of senators yesterday wns vi ry 
stii.-iil, not iiinr.' than forty beii.g in tlie 
cliaiuber vi'.in opening prayer w;-- 
offered bv Chaplain Butler. The detk 
and chair tcc ntly occupied by Mr. 
Gibson, of Lotiisiana. were draped in 
black, and the death of llial senator la«<t 
ThuiM...y. ah, well as the alarming ill- 
ness of 'Mr. Blaine, was feelingly re- 
ferred to in these sentenoea in chaplain's 
prayer: 

"Look in meicy upon ns a" we again 
stand in tii - shadow of death thrown 
upon t;iis • : tuber. Regard in great 
mercy thy sei vsnt, to whose sick l)etl so 
many eyes and hearts are row turned. 
We tha.nk Thee for his long and useful 
life. If il I'b ase Thee, spare that life, 
and restore and strengthen it; and give 
peace to him and to us who watch so 
tenderly in this time of sickness." 

As soon a« Thursday's journal was 
read Mr. (iorman, Democrat^ of Mary- 
land, arose and announced the death of 
Senator Gibson in these words: "At 
the retiuest of the senator from Louis- 
iana, Mr. White, who is now engaged in 
rendering affectionate services to his 
colleague, it is made my b^iHiness today 
to annotince to the senateihe death of 
the Hon. Randall Lee (4ibson, tl^e senior 
senator from the state (;f Louisiana. 
After a lingering illness he expire! 
peacefully .tt Hot Springs. Ark., o;i 
Thursday la.st. I cjinnot make this an- 
nouncement without esj^ressing som '- 
thing of sorrow which this intelligence 
has brought tothepenate. Senator Gib- 
son held a v >ry high place in the esti- 
mation and affections of his associat' s 
in thia bulv. His great jpersonal worth 
and his eminent pnbhc services had 
made their impression on our hearts 
.»nd judgments. 

••\Ve feel and deplore tho unt^penk- 
ublo loss which the senate, his st.ive and 
the country bear in his death. His in- 
estim.ible value as a senator and fis ;i 
man i.s well known to all of us. liis 
death is a xirofonnd aiSiction to ns. and 
a serious bereavement to his people and 
the country. He was a great and a 
good man. His mental faculties and his 
moral qunlities were of a very high or- 
der. It is not too much to say that his 
love for Lonisiana had no limit, and his 
large heart embraced in its patriotism 
the whole Union. He haa left to his 
countrymen the example .of a useful, 
honorable and patriotic life, and he has 
left to ns— hia snrvfVors, here— the 
memorv of a friendship unalloyed by 
regret." 

Mr. Gorman dosed by offering the 
usual resolutions expressive of the sen- 
ate's profound sorrow at the death of 
Mr. Gibson and for the appointment of 
a committee to attend tM fnnera) at 
Lexington, Ky.

Wasbwoton, Dec. 20.— "Mr. Blaine 
Is resting easily," said Dr. Johnson, his 
physician, at midnight, in reply to the 
usual questioning. "Very much to my 

gratification, I found him awake and 
apparently cheerful. He had partaken 
of nourishment throughout the evening 
and the family were also more cheerful. 
Dr. LcMimis' speedy return to New York 
is evidence that we do not consider 
Mr. Blaine in any immediate danger. 
This last call of mine was not originally 
iuteiidtril, but as I wos out with my 
family making social calls at a rather 
late hour I thought I would run in and 
see Mr. Blaine before retiring. During 
mv stay he conversed with mo at con- 
siuerable length and I shall be greatly 
surprised if my services are needed at 
any time during the night."

FLAMES FOttiOW THE DISASTER.
